What is claimed as being new and desired to be protected 
by LETTERS PATENT of the United States is as follows: 

A Sign Post Stabilizer mx stabilizing a post having a 
loWer section driven into the ground comprising: 

a post sleeve positionable over said post and secured to 
said lower section of said post; and 

a pair of wing members extencing horizontally outward from 
said post sleeve, said post sleeve sequred to said lower section of 
said post such that said pair of wing 
outward from said post sleeve below

said pair of wing members extends horizontally outward from said 
post sleeve in about 180 degree spaced relation.
